Unoccupied for the past five 
months, according to the rental 
agents and the neighbors, 48 
names are enrolled from there on 
the “revised and corrected” pri- 
mary roll. 


At other places where a few per- 
gons actually live, numbers are reg- 
istered which it would be impos- 
gible to house in the places. These 
lists, in every case, have been ap- 
proved by the precinct clerks of 
election, whose duty it is to make 
a canvass after the registration 
and report names of persons not 
found living at the places from 
which they are registered. When 
names are so reported, the Elec- 
tion Board must summon the per- 
sons to appear and prove their 
residence, otherwise their names 
are struck off the list. 


Tom Kearney still Registered. 


One way to pad registration is 
to add fictitious names to the rolls. 
Another way, equally effective, is 
to leave on the rolls names which 
were once rightfully there, but 
which should be struck off be- 
cause of death or removal. There 
are indications that this method 
has figured in the padding of the 
Bt. Louis rolls. 


Tom Kearney, widely known bet- 
ting commissioner, died Feb. 24. He 
had been registered from his hand- 
book and cigar shop, 416 North 
Twelfth street. The precinct clerks 
of election, in their canvass in 
June, should have learned of his 
death, and should have reported it 
to the Election Board, which should 
have removed his name from the 
roll. 

But the name of Thomas M. 
Kearney is still on the voting list 
at the Twelfth street address. 

A living person whose name is 
now on the books twice, through 
no fault of her own, is Mre. Dora 
Dunkmann, 2219A Montgomery 
street. Her name is registered from 
her present address, in the Eight- 
eenth Ward, Tenth Precinct, and 
from her former address, 1406 Do- 
dier street in the Third Ward, 
Tenth Precinct. The June revision 
failed to remove her name, though 
she moved more than a year ago. 


Not Much Risk in “Repeating.” 

The election “repeaters” who vote 
the fictitious names at the primary 
will be violating the penal statutes, 
but they are --* ‘ikely to consider 
them « great danger.

The Fourth Ward, dominated by 
Justice of the Peace Jimmy Miller, 
gave a remarkably full and almost 
unanimous vote for the bonds in 
the most of its precincts.

How It Could Be Done Again.

go from precinct to precinct and 
register under different names. It 


would also be necessary, in the 
clerks’ canvass after the registra- 
| tion, that someone vouch for all 
the names at each address, or that 
the clerks, failing to find any trace 
of the registrants, should still leave 
the names unquestioned on the 
lists. 

With the names once on the lists, 
it is a routine election-day task for 
leaders to herd groups of “repeaters” 
from polling place to polling place, 
| giving each a new name at each 
place, having them change coats 
and hats in transit, to confuse any 
iwho may thereafter try to identify 
them.

ELECTION BOARD CHECK-UP 
MADE AFTER REGISTRATION 


Are Not Found; 


Clerks Conducted Canvass—Usually Many 


Last Time There 


Was Net Increase of 45,642. 


With the disclosure of evidence 
of wholesale fraud in the registra- 
tion of city voters for the August 
primary, interest attaches to the 
method used by the Election Board 
to revise the registration lists by 
striking off the names of persons 
not found at the addresses from 
which they were enrolled. 


Following the intermediate or 
supplementary registration held 
June 18 in preparation for the pri- 
mary, the two precinct clerks (one 
from each major party) in each of 
the 669 precincts canvassed their 
precinct to check on the residence 
of all persons on their books, in- 
cluding those previously enrolled 
as well as those just added. 

In the intermediate registration 
there were 97,564 voters reported 
as enrolling. The canvassing clerks 
reported to the Election Board that 
they could not find at the given 
addresses 54,649 of all the persons 
on the books. The board, by post- 
card, cited those not found, direct- 
ing them to show cause at the 
board’s office why their names 
should not be removed. Most of 
the citations were ignored, and the 
board ordered 51,922 of the names 
struck from the books. 


Usually Many Are Not Found. 

| &t every registration revision fn 
the past there has been a consid- 
erable number of persons not 
found, because of removals to other 
parts of the city or out of the city 
and because of deaths or unex- 
plained absences following regie- 
tration. 

In the revision canvass, the lar- 
gest number of registrants cha!- 
lenged in any ward was 3859 in the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, largest in the 
city, where there is a bitter con- 
test between two factional lead- 
ers, Recorder of Deeds John P. 
English and L. Jean Gualdoni, for 
election to the Democratic City 
Committee in the primary. The

Judge O’Malley Frees R. P. 
Tucker, 29 Years Old— 
He Is Satisfied of Perjury 
by Woman Witness. 


Robert FP. “Zucker, 29-year-old 
salesman, was paroled yesterday 
by Circuit Judge Frank C. O’Mal- 
ley from a one-year jail term im- 
posed by a jury April 30, 1935, for 
mansiaughter in the killing of 
Marsh W. Floyd, a clothing sales- 
man, by Tucker’s automobile at 
Lindell boulevard and Boyle ave- 
nue Jan. 21, 1934. 

A $500 fine assessed by the jury 
and costs of the trial were paid by 
Tucker. As he had appealed the 


verdict and the State Supreme 
Court did not affirm it until last 
June 30, Tucker had not served any 
of the jail term. He is the son 
of Mrs. Almon A. Tucker, widow 
of the former vice-president ' and 
secretary of the Rosenthal-Sloan 
Millinery Co. P 

Judge O’Malley declared from the 
bench that the representation had 
been made to him that a witness 
against Tucker had perjured her- 
self “as to the character and con- 
dition of Floyd,” and that after he 
discussed the matter with Circuit 
Judge Charles P. Williams, who 
presided at the trial, he was satis- 
fied there had been perjury. 

He explained afterward that the 
attorney handling a civil suit in be- 
half of Floyd’s estate against Tuck- 
er told him that a woman witness, 
who had testified at the trial that 
Floyd was not intoxicated at the 
time he was struck, said she had 
perjured herself and that she 
would refuse to repeat her testi- 
mony in the civil suit. Two de- 
fense witnesses at the triaj testified 
Floyd had been intoxicated on the 
morning he was killed. 

The testimony of the woman 
“did not mitigate the charge of 
carelessness against Tucker, but 
might have influenced the jury to 
inflict a more severe punishment,” 
Judge O’Malley said from the 
bench. 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller, 
who did not oppose or recommend 
the parole, told reporters he prob- 
ably would not try to prosecute the 
woman for perjury, as her state- 
ment to the attorney was not under 
oath, and she probably would in- 
sist her original statement was true 
if prosecuted. He said he believed 
the woman’s testimony might have 
influenced the jury in assessing 
punishment, and he found no fault 
with the @isposition of the case. 

Tucker, who lives at 5 Schultz 
road, Oakland, drove away after his 
automobile struck Floyd. He testi- 
fied he did not stop after the acci- 
dent because he did not know any- 
one had been hurt. He insisted he 
did not know he had lost an engine 
hood, a headlight and a horn from 
his car until he arrived at his ga- 
rage.

TO BE TRANSFERRED TODAY 


To Be Delivered to County Court 
at St. Charles as Result 
of Purchase. 

William Waye Jr., attorney for 
the Lewis and Clark Bridge Co., 
announced that the deeds for the 
Lewis and Clark bridges, spanning 
the Missouri and Mississippi Rivers 
at Alton, would be delivered this 
afternoon to the County Court of 
St. Charles County. The deeds will 
be filed with the County Recorder.

DROUTH IN MISSOURI NOT 
SO SEVERE AS THAT IN 1934 


COLUMBIA, Mo., July 22. — Al- 
though crops in Missouri have de- 
clined steadily since July 1, they 
have not reached the low levels 
which prevailed at this time in 
1934, E. A. Logan, United States 
crop statistician, said today in his 
weekly report. 

Logan estimated corn condition at 
40 per cent of normal, compared 
with 12 on Aug. 1, 1934; pastures at 
23 per cent against 12; soybeans at 
48 per cent against 36; cowpeas at 
54 per cent against 42, and sorghums 
at 51 per cent against 32. 

“There is more chance for a come- 
back than there was two years ago, 
but the question remains whether 
the crops will get a chance,” Logan 
said. The central tier of four coun- 
ties, the west, and northeast sec- 
tions have been hardest hit, with 
the northwest, south and southeast 
in somewhat better condition, he 
said. 

The week-end rains, local and 
spotted, failed to benefit crops gen- 
erally.

Edward W. Wiehe, vice-president 
of the Quaker Oil Co., who was a 
Republican member of the Board 
of Aldermen for 18 years following 
its establishment in 1915, died to- 
day at Missouri Baptist Hospital. 
In failing health for two years, he 


| suffered a paralytic stroke Friday. 


He was 62 years old and resided at 
4518 Shenandoah avenue. 

Mr. Wiehe was elected to the 
Board of Aldermen in April, 1915, 
after the new city charter was 
adopted in 1914, abolishing the 
House of Delegates, and he served 
as a member continuously until his 
defeat in 1933. For many years he 
was an influential factor in politics 
in the Fifth Ward, where he was 
allied with Gabe Roth, former Com- 
mitteeman. 


During his service as Alderman 
he interested himself particularly 
in the transit situation. He was 
chairman of the board's Public Util- 
ities Committee for about 10 years, 
including the late ‘20s when the 
Public Service Co. was seeking a 
30-year franchise. He was one of 
the Aldermen advocating home rule 
of utilities who successfully opposed 
granting of the franchise. 

He had served also on the board's 
Special Transportation Committee, 
which studied mass transportation 
in other cities. He had served as 
chairman of the special bridge com- 
mittee which worked out an agree- 
ment with the Terminal Railroad 
Association whereby the Terminal 
obtained use of the Municipal 
Bridge and was to build the ap- 
proaches.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., July 22.—Au- 
thorities followed a new lead today 
in their investigation of the killing 


‘of Helen Clevenger, 18-year-old New 


York student. They questioned 
three employes of the hotel where 
she was shot. 

Sheriff Laurence Brown declined 
to disclose nature of the evidence, 
but said Daniel Gaddy, night watch- 
man, is “the key to the whole case.” 

Edward Fleming, a bellboy and 
L. D. Roddy, elevator operator, 
were the other two hotel employes 
detained for questioning. 

“When Gaddy talks,’ the Sheriff 
said, “we will know something, and 
I think he is getting ready to talk 
pretty soon. I am convinced the 
Clevenger murder was an ‘inside. 
job’ and that the murderer is in 
Asheville now.” 

Authorities continued # hold 
Mark Wollner, violinist, and Mil- 
dred Ward, 19-year-old Asheville 
girl who corroborated Wollner’s zli- 
bi that he was at home last 
Wednesday night when Miss Clev- 
enger was criminally attacked and 
killed, 

No Charges Filed. 

Woliner lives at Miss Ward's 
home. His studio is across the 
street from the hotel where the 
murder occurred. 

No charges have been made. 

The Sheriff would not say why he 
detained the two Negro employes 
of the hotel, but remarked they 
“might know something that went 
on in the hotel that night.” 

All of the five prisoners were 
questioned last night, Gaddy for the 
longest time, but Brown would not 
say what new information was ob- 
tained. 

A piece of tape from the night 
watchman’s time clock and a dam- 
aged “sguper-master key” which 
opens all rooms in the hotel were 
listed by the Sheriff as the most 
important clews. 

Clock Not Punched. 

Brown said Gaddy failed to punch 
the time clock when passing the 
second floor—on which Miss Cleven- 
ger’s room was located—on nis 
rounds at 1 a. m., last Thursday 
morning, the approximate time of- 
ficers believe she was killed. 

The key, the Sheriff said, was 
found on Gaddy’s keyring. A per- 
fect key of the same’type was 
found in the door to Miss Cleven- 
ger’s room. 

There were only 11 such keys au- 
thorized and distributed to em- 
ployes, Brown stated, but 12 keys 
have been accounted for.

LABOR MOVEMENT 
‘HAS JUST BEGUN’ 


Leader of C. I. O. Says 


Green and_ Followers 
Have Little Interest in 
Organizing Workers. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—John 
L. Lewis informed the Executive 
Council] of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor last night that mem- 
bers of his committee would not 
obey a council summons to stand 
trial for insurrection. 

This notice was the latest devel- 


opment in the two-year fight be- 
tween Lewis and the craft union 
leaders over organization of mass 
production workers. 

A. F. of L. leaders said today 
that the Council would vote at its 
next meeting, beginning Aug. 3, to 
suspend Lewis’ United Mine Work- 
ers and 11 affiliated unions. 

This move would cost the Feder- 
ation one-third of its membership 
and one-third of its dues, but both 
the Lewis group and the craft 
union faction are determined to pre- 
vail, and no reconciliation move was 
in sight. Lewis and his associates 
in the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization advocate that all work- 
industry be organized into one 
union. 

Labor Move Just Begun. 

In notifying William Green, 
president of the A. F. of L., that 
its members would not show up 
for trial, the Lewis committee 
challenged the Cquncil’s right un- 
der the Federation constitution to 
try to suspend member unions, then 
added: 

“The vague charges of dualism, 

rebellion and fomenting insurrec- 
tion are based wholly upon the 
work of the C. I. O. (Committee 
for Industrial Organization) in or- 
ganizing the labor of certain mass 
production industries into indus- 
trial unions. 
“The heads of certain craft 
unions, dominating the Council, vio- 
lently oppose this effort. They fear 
the inclusion of these unions as a 
jeopardy to their dead-hand con- 
trol of the Federation. 

“Satisfied now, as they have been 
for years, they regard the labor 
movement in America as having 
culminated. 

“They are mistaken. It has just 
begun, and if it cannot continue 
within the Federation, it will be 
because of the desperate course of 
the council itself... . . 

Seconded by Council. 

“When the five billion dollar steel 
institute announced that its re- 
sources to the full would be used 
in preventing an independent union 
of steel workers, it was promptly 
seconded by members of the coun- 


cil.

Capture of Rebel Leaders. 


President Luis Companys of the 
semi-autonomous Province of Cata- 
lonia, himself a rebel leader in 
1934, announced last night the Gov- 
ernment was in full control of the 
situation in Barcelona. The rebel 
leaders have been captured, he 
said, after four days of fighting. 

Civilian followers of the Popular 
Front fought in the streets by the 
side of loyal civil guards and as- 
sault guards against rebel infantry 
and artillery units.

ammunition. 

Women joined the men’s militia 
in patrolling streets. 

The Governor of Valencia denied 
reports that the troops in his prov- 
ince had joined the rebellion, but 
said that, if they did, he had “10,000 
armed men in addition to assault 
guards and civil guards.” 

Groups of Marxists and Fascists 
clashed at Alto del Leon near Ma- 
drid, but there was no indication 
that the clash was part of any gen- 
eral action. 

Strenuous efforts made by rebel 
forces to reach Madrid over coun- 
try roads leading into the capital 
were being blocked by armed 
Communists and Socialists, by that 
part of the Air Corps which re- 
mained loyal to the Government, 
and by the assault and civil guards. 


Leftist political authorities said 
the Government had dissolved sev- 
eral Army units implicated in the 
rebellion, had granted other sol- 
diers leaves of absence, and were 
using their rifles, machine guns, 
pistols and hand grenades to arm 
Communist and Socialist youths. 

On the other hand, the official 
radio reported that Gen. Cabanellas 
Zaragoza had broadcast an order 
to all those who served in the 
Army between 1931 and 1936 to re- 
port immediately to their garri- 
sons. 


Clash tn Madrid. 

The militia in Madrid fought 
with two automobiles filled with al- 
leged Fascists last midnight. 

The automobiles roared through 
the city, with occupants firing ma- 
chine guns at militia patrols. 

One of the automobiles was cap- 
tured and its four occupants were 
killed outright. The second car es- 
caped. One militiaman was killed 
during the running fight. 

Militia patrols otherwise kept 
order on the streets. Their auto- 
mobiles were converted into “ar- 
mored” cars by placing matresses 
along their sides for protection 
from roof-top snipers. 

Reports of Rebel Gains. 

From the northern border of 
Spain, came reports that Gen.

TWO U, S. NAVY VESSELS 
SENT TO SPANISH COAST 


Battleship and Cruiser to Evacuate 
Americans if Lives Are 
Endangered. 


By the Associated Press, 
| WASHINGTON, July 22. — The 
United States battleship Oklahoma 
and the fast cruiser Quincy were 
ordered yesterday to proceed to the 
coast of Spain to evacuate any 
Americans whose lives may be en- 
dangered in the Spanish revolt. 
State Department officials re- 
ceived no word, however, to indi- 
eate that any of the 1582 Americans 
in the country had suffered harm. 


The official lest gave 300 killed 
in Madrid during the subjugation 
Monday of rebel garrisons. One 
hundred rebel colonial soldiers were 
estimated to have been killed when 
they attempted to land at Algeciras 
in the south. 

A division which arrived from El 
Pardo said 40 rebels were _ killed 
and many wounded at Manzanares 
in a bombing by loyal airplanes 
which drove them from an old 
castle where they had taken up a 
position. 

Mayor Colminar Viejo of Santil- 
lana reported the bodies of 14 army 
officers had been found in a foun- 
tain in the plaza of his city. 

Casualty lists in other’ sections 
were not stated, although they 
were understood to be heavy in 
view of serious fighting at Zarago- 
za, Cadiz and Alcala de Henares. 
Zaragogoza was reported . being 
bombed by loyal aviators. 

Monarchist Leader Killed. 

Francisco Ascaso, a monarchist 
leader, was killed in the fighting in 
Barcelona. His death was regard- 
ed as weakening the leadef&hip of 
the rebellion. 

The censor permitted news to be 
sent today of the burning of sev- 
eral churches in Madrid Monday. 
The Government explained that 


Fascists barricaded themselves in | 


the churches and sniped at assault 
guards and Communist and Social- 
ist militiamen. The churches were 
burned in the fighting which dis- 
lodged the snipers.

RABAT, French Morocco, July 
22.—Loyal troops, backed by the big 
guns of the cruiser Lepante, were 
reported today to have seized Al- 
meria, southern Spanish port, from 
rebel troops. The insurgents, the 
report said, capitulated after a 
“lively combat.” 

The cruiser, which left Tangier 
yesterday, proceeded to Almeria 
after British authorities had re- 
fused it permission to enter the 
harbor at Gibraltar.

“Davis shot him in the stomach. 
The fellow tried to say something 
but could only gasp.

The others kept 
shooting after him. I went back 
to the car, picked them up and 
took them back to the cottage.” 

Coleman’s body was found in the 
marsh on May 26, 1935. 

Rouse denied any connection with 
his death yesterday. Bannerman, 
Lee and Davis refused to discuss 
the charge. 


FEDERAL BUREAU TAKING 
POULTRY AND EGG CENSUS 


Figures Available, 400,000,000 

Hens Show Output of 90 
Eggs Each a Year. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—Albert 
G. Black, chief of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, has made 
known that a nation-wide survey 
of poultry and egg production—the 
first to be undertaken in this counr- 
try on such a large scale—now is 
in progress. ' 

On the basis of data now avail- 
able the Agricultural Department 
estimates that 400,000,000 American 
hens now lay 90 eggs each annu- 
ally. 

The chicken and egg census, offi- 
cials said, was designed to become 
a regular reporting service to give 
the more than 6,000,000 poultry rais- 
ers of this country the same type 
of systematic information available 
to other agricultural industries. 

Figures from the latest agricul- 
tural census indicated that 6,000,000 
farmers and several thousand com- 
mercial poultrymen now are en- 
gaged ii poultry and egg produc- 
tion. 

The nation’s gross income from 
poultry and eggs—based on 1934 
Department of Agricultural .fizgures 
—amounted to $664,000,000. Iowa 
is the nation’s greatest egg produc- 
ing state, with hens laying 2,333.,- 
000,000 there in 1934. California is 
second with 1,819,000,000, Missouri | 
third, 1.814,000,000; Illinois fourth, | 
1,573,000,000.

FOR A SECRET BALLOT. 

We are supposed to have a secret ballot in Missouri. 
Both the Constitution and the statutes provide for se- 
crecy, Not only are judges and clerks of election and 
other public officials charged with preserving the 
ballot’s secrecy, but the law even prohibits the voter 
| from permitting his ballot to be seen, with the inten- 

tion of letting it be known how he voted. 

_ Yet the ballot is not secret. No person who goes to 
the polls can do so with the knowledge that his bal- 
lot is safe from prying eyes. It is a notorious fact 
that thousands of voters are intimidated into voting 
againet their convictions because they know the bal- 
lot is not secret. It is a notorious fact that many 
voters who have insisted upon voting their convic- 
tions have had reprisals visited upon them by poll- 
ticlans who discovered how they had voted, 

These facta should be borne in mind by those who 

go to the polis at the Aug. 4 primary. Let them study 
the procedure by which it becomes possible for judges, 
clerks and party watchers to identify ballots. Let 
them ask themselves whether they approve this sys- 
‘tem or whether they want it changed. 
_ When a voter enters a polling place and is identi- 
fied as having registered, his name is entered in a 
poll book opposite a number, The same number is 
placed upon his ballot, It thus becomes an easy mat- 
ter when the votes are counted to discover how each 
person voted, 

Besides the judges and clerks of election, challeng- 
ers appointed by the two major parties are present 
in the polling place. Each challenger is provided with 
lists of voters. Since it is the ordinary practice for 
clerks to call out the number of each voter, the chal- 
lenger notes these numbers opposite the name on his 
list. He may then hand his list to the watcher, who 
is present during the count, and the watcher thud 
is able to report back to party bosses who voted for 
whom, 

The practice of numbering ballots is based upon 
the supposition that it may become necessary in elec- 
tion contests to open the boxes and verify the vote. 

If the ballots were not numbered, it would be impos- 
sible to do so. Theoretically, therefore, a safeguard 
against election dishonesty, the realistic result of bal- 
lot-numbering is to place a dangerous weapon in the 
hands of party bosses. 

| One wonders, for example, how many persons in 
Kansas City vote the Pendergast ticket straight be- 
cause they fear failure to do so would expose them 
to the wrath of the Pendergast machine.

ficials who supervised the voting. A new set of offi- 
cials would then take charge of the ballot counting. 

At present, in St. Louis, each polling place has 
four judges and two clerks of election. Under Miss 
Bobb’s proposed remedy, this force would be divided— 
half to supervise the voting, half to count the bal- 
lots. Thus the system could be applied without in- 
creasing election costs. 

Another remedy would be the installation of voting 
machines, but the heavy expense this would entail 
milifates against its application at the present time. 

In any event, the present situation is intolerable. 
Secrecy of the ballot is one of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of democracy. Our institutions depend upon 
the protection of the citizen who exercises his right 
of suffrage. That right of suffrage is meaningless 
if citizens are driven by fear instead of being led 
by their convictions. 

The people should demand of the next Legislature a 
change in the laws which will make the ballot in Mis- 
souri secret in fact as well as secret in theory. 
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CAN’T HELP IT? 

“Publishers of newspapers in the various counties,”

A PROPER DEMAND FOR RELIEF ACTION. 

Is the city to be confronted in the autumn with 
another relief crisis, with ite human suffering and at- 
tendant disorders? Inevitably, this will be the case if 
steps are not taken in advance to place relief on an 
orderly and long-time basis, | 

The Post-Dispatch suggested on May 14 that the 
Mayor appoint a committee of citizens and public 
officials to go thoroughly into the relief problem and 
work out a program that would save the city from 
being plunged into one crisis after another, 

The same suggestion was made a short time later 
by Comptroller Nolte, who added the important point 
that the committee should have its program ready by 
the time the State Legislature meets next January. 

The St. Louls Workers’ Alliance, an organization 
of the unemployed, is well within its right of petition 
when it renews, as it is now doing, its previous de. 
mand for the creation of such a committee, and it Is 
well within the facts when it says that failure to plan 
remedial measures will bring on “a serious situa- 
tion.” 

The petition of the Workers’ Alliance cannot be 
dismissed as a mere alarmist gesture or as asking for 
an impracticable course of action. To the contrary, 
it points without exaggeration to the manifest need 
of forestalling another crisis—of mending the roof 
while the weather is comparatively fair—and it sug- 
gests a thoroughly workable and democratic method 
of tackling the problem.

If comets 
still had diplomatic standing, would Mussolini give 
heed? It is doubtful. Conquerors are not easily de- 
terred by supernatural signs. Caesar, it will be re- 
called, paid no attention when the soothsayer warned, 
“Beware the Ides of March.” 
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NAZIDOM THROTTLES ITS CRITICS. | 

A new criminal code to deal with the underground | 
opposition is being prepared by the Nazis. Hundreds | 
of arrests and. sentences of critics indicate that there 
are still in Germany persons of enough conviction, or 
so ill-advised, as to criticise the Government. There 
is no indication, however, that any organized anti- 
Nazi movement exists. 

Some of the offenses mentioned in the Berlin dis- | 
patch would be viewed as of the utmost triviality in| 
a democratic country. Persons have been punished | 
for such things as writing a letter criticising Nazi | 
leaders, criticising the form of government, listening | 
to a Moscow radio broadcast, asserting that the Nazis 
would get 30 per cent fewer votes in another elec- 
tion, saying that Thaelmann, the Communist leader, | 
could have done better than Hitler. Equivalent state- | 
ments, made here in this campaign year, are viewed | 
as political material, not as treason, as in Germany. 

The Nazis’ action does not mean that they fear a 
revolt, but that they desire 100 per cent lip service | 
from the people. A dictatorship cannot permit doubts 
to creep into the public mind. Hence a statement ad- 
verse to the Government means two years’ imprison- 
, ment.

The first fruit of independence for the Fill 
pinos was a system of conscription which 
will permit the creation of a regular army 
of around 7500 officers and men and a re 
serve force trained at the rate of 40,000 men 
a year. To this is to be added a navy of 
fast torpedo craft and an air force of swift 
bombers. What all this will cost remains to 
be seen. 

The present estimates are modest 
MacArthur's plan for a Philippine navy calls 
for the expenditure of $80,000,000 during 
the next 10 years, at the rate of only $8,00- 
000 a year. But unless the Philippines en 
joy an altogether unique experience in ¢ 
fense history, armaments expenditure w!!

Even if it misses the strength of 
Reethoven, it substitutes a persua- 
siveness which makes his interpre- 
tation exciting.

Former Missionary Succumbs at 81 


BOSTON, July 22.—Dr. James L. 
Barton, author, lecturer and mis- 
sionary organizer of the Near East 
relief, died yesterday after an op- 
eration. He was 81 years old. 

Dr. Barton began his career in 
the Near East as a missionary in 
Harpoot, serving there from 1885 
to 1892. In the following two years 
he acted as president of Euphrates 
College. 

He was frequently called into 
consultation by the State Depart- 
ment and President Wilson appoint- 
ed him tothe Near East Emergency 
Commission. he formerly was seé- 
retary of the Ame.ican Board of 
Commissions for Foreign Missions. 

As chairman of the Near East re- 
lief and later as vice-chairman of 
the Near East Relief Foundation, 
he organized a chain of orphanages 
and relief stations from the Suez 
Canal across Palestine, Egypt, Sy- 
ria, Mesopotamia and Into the Rus- 
sian Caucasus.

WASHINGTON, July 22.— Any 
hope hunters may have had of 
more liberal duck shooting regula- 
tions this fall apparently have been 
shattered as a result of the water- 
fowl losses in the drouth. 

A high source indicated today 
that a short open season on migra- 
tory birds, with restrictions virtu- 
ally as severe as those of last year, 
is in prospect this fall. 

Pessimistic reports are arriving 
daily from the stricken areas. Fi- 
nal approval of the regulations, 
however, must yet be given by 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace. 

Although encouraged by the num- 
ber of birds which flew north to 
the nesting grounds last spring—an 
increase which officials attribute 
largely to reduction of the kill last 
season, Government authorities 
think this gain has been offset by 
the losses during the drouth. 

Some organizations, including the 
National Association of Audubon 
Societies, have advocated a closed 
season this year. But the Gov- 
ernment will proclaim a closed sea- 
son only as a last resort. 

“More game birds in America,” 
a foundation in New York City, 
has suggested a 30-day staggered 
season through a 60-day period in 
each of three zones. Some sports- 
men have urged restoration of the 
use of live decoys and increased 
bag limits. 

Last year there was a 30-day 
open season, under rigid rules thst 
eliminated sinkboxes, sneak boats 
and open-water shooting; prohib- 
ited shooting over baited water or 
land; forbade use of live decoys, re- 
stricted the shooting hours; re- 
duced sbme bag limits and made it 
illegal to have possession of more 
than one day’s bag. 

The new regulations probably 
will be signed by Wallace and the 
President before Aug. 1.

THEY LEARN About CHINA From HI 


Paul Fung, University of Missouri 


By H. H. Niemeyer 


HOLLYWOOD, July 21. 
ATHER under the impression 
that we had long ago written 
all that there was to be written 
on odd jobs in Hollywood, we were 
mildly surprised the other day to 
be introduced to Paul Fung, @ 
China-born youth who is the cine- 
ma’s technical adviser whenever & 
Chinese picture is being made. 
Wishing to be pleasant, and at the 
same time, to show a ready knowl- 
edge of the Chinese language, we 
asked Mr. Fung something like 
“How you likee Amelican pictures?” 
and were rather taken back when 
the Chinese expert said, with a sad 
sort of a smile: “I have been asked 
that before. I began to like them 
when I was a student at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, where I was 
graduated in 1927 with a Master of 
Journalism degree. I had gotten 
my Bachelor's degree the year be- 
fore. I even had time to go to pic- 
ture shows after I left Missouri and 
went to, New York to get my Ph. D. 
from Columbia.” 

We dropped our Chinese language 
on the spot. It didn’t seem to fit 
in exactly. There are so many dia- 
lects in China and it is quite likely 
that Paul Fung was not familiar 
with the section where we picked 
up our knowledge. 

Lately he has been working on a 
comedy called “Polo Joe,” which 
stars Joe E. Brown. In this gay 
piece the wide-mouthed Mr. Brown 
plays the part of a wealthy young 
American who has just returned 
from a 10-year sojourn in China, 
and the script calls for him to sing 
a Chinese lullaby, play an Oriental 
one-string fiddle, and eat with 
chopsticks. 

Paul Fung, in the last month, has 
taught Joe to do all these things, 
and do them pretty well. At heart, 
Paul is a newspaper and magazine 
writer, and he practices this art, 
too, But he is making a very nice 
living as a technical adviser at the 
same time. 

“When I was 18 years old, in 
1918,” he narrates, “I was graduated 
from the Christian missionary high 
school in Canton, my birthplace. 
My father was a Government offi- 
cial in the native city. He had me 
assigned to go to France as a 
Y. M. C. A. worker among the coo- 
lies who were in the labor battalions 
for the Allies. 

“I stayed there until 1921, when 
my school in Canton obtained for 
me a scholarship at Washburn Col- 
lege, in Topeka, Kan. I enrolled 
there and finished with a B. A. .in 
1924. But my ambition was set up- 
on journalism, and I had heard that 
one of the best schools in the 
United States was at the University 
of Missouri, so I began my course 
there.” 

After he graduated he went to St. 
Louis and tried to land a job, but 
the St. Louis newspapers just didn’t 
need a Chinese reporter at the mo- 
ment, so he moved to Columbia Uni- 
versity, got his Ph. D., and went to 
work for the Chinese daily, China 
Republic, in New York. About this 
time the Mah Jong craze hit Amer- 
ica, and the Kansas City Star just 
had to have a Mah Jong editor. Mr. 
Fung was it. 

Mah Jong didn’t last long, but the 
first of the “Charley Chan” pic- 
tures was being made in Hollywood 
and Paul came out here to super- 
vise the Chinese costumes and 
customs. He's worked on all the 
Charley Chans_ since, and on 
“Shanghai Express,” “The Bitter 
Tea of Gen. Yen,” “Oil for the

I've 
known countless villainesses who 
died as they had lived, lapped in 
every luxury, surrounded by admir- 
ing friends. And I've known an 
equal number of saints who re- 
ceived nothing but dirty deals to 
their last breath. 


So if you're going to test the 
respective profit of vice and virtue 
by worldly standards, I warn you 
honestly . . . goodness will seldom, 
if ever, seem the better bargaifi. 
Which is why so many young peo- 
ple, inexperienced in life and em- 
bittered by its seeming injustice, 
decide that “being decent is all the 
bunk—you gotta beat the other fel- 
low to the clinch—and it’s just your 
hard luck if you don’t.” 


A cynical philosophy—and one 
that is responsible for our crop of 
Capones, Dillingers and Baby- 
Faced Nelsons.

At best they are only 
scenery—as removed from our real 
existence and actual selves as the 
landscape glimpsed from a car 
window. 


We live inside ourselves, not out- 
side. We live in our inner emo- 
tions, not in our outer possessions. 
And the rea] test of Goodness or 
Badness, as a practical life policy, 
is found in the heart, not in the 
bankroll. 

AND BY EVERY TEST OF 
MIND AND SPIRIT, GOODNESS 
PAYS, AND IT IS THE ONLY 
THING THAT DOES PAY. 

No bad and ruthless man ever 
had peace in his heart and pride 
in his mind... and no good and 
gentle man ever lacked them. 

Virtue may prove a bad bet on 
the adding machine, but it’s the 
biggest bargain in life, judged by a 
psychiatrist’s chart. Millions may 
buy you everything on earth but 
the one thing that makes life worth 
living—for any man, rich or poor, 
smart or clever—peace of mind. 

Judged by such an audit, Virtue 
isn’t a drab duty—it is the shrewd- 
est investment and loveliest luxury 
in our human experience. It is a 
happy and healthy habit which no 
intelligent person would ignore. 
Shaftesbury wrote: 

“I would be virtuous for my own 
sake, though nobody were to know 
it; I would be clean for my own 
sake, though nobody were to see 
me.” 

Remember the old copy book 
maxim, “Be good, sweet maid, and 
let who will be clever”’—? Not such 
a dumb remark, after all. As two 
modern Bad Boys—Capone, rotting 
in Alcatraz, and Dillinger, molder- 
ing in his grave—could eloquently 
testify. ; .

“It is just as well to put a stop 
to unreasonable demands some- 
where,” echoed Miss B——. “You 
let one of them get away with 
something extraordinary and the 
information spreads like wildfire. 
She can hardly wait to tell her 
bridge club of the particular favor 
done her. It seems to be a sort of 
vanity, an assumption of superior 
standing as a customer of the store 
that she can’t help advertising. 
Then right away everybody in her 
set comes demanding similar fa- 
vors.” 

“One abuse is the service of fancy 
wrappings in gift boxes with ribbon 
and celephane trimmings on inex- 
pensive articles,” observed Miss 
A——. “A woman buys 50 bridge 
prizes at 50 cents apiece with the 
request that each be wrapped like 
a Christmas package. Before the 
job is completed the cost of the 
wrapping has eaten up every bit of 
profit on the article. This form of 
free service particularly gripes our 
superintendent, who remembers the 
time years ago when, as a stock 
boy, he had to gather up all scraps 
of wrapping paper every night, 
string them through a corner and 
hang them on nails to be used in 
the store next day.”

“We have customers, innumer- 
able ones, who make a regular 
practice of having things sent out 
and carted back again for credit. 
Sometimes it is the saleswoman’s 
fault, that of over-selling, but it is 
hard to draw the line between a 
customer’s lack of sales resistance 
and the obligation to make a sale 
if possible. Anyway, it plays hav- 
oc with a girl’s percentage at the 
end of the month. Only sales taai 
actually stick are counted to her 
credit and she must show enough 
profit to justify her salary, or, of 
course, she is of no use to the 
store. 


“Girls get so they can spot these 
constant repeaters of the _ credit 
racket, for they are the habitual 
shoppers, in the store most every 
day. Is it any wonder saleswomen 
run from them only to risk getting 
themselves reported for inatten- 
tion? Another type they are likely 
to fight shy of is the unknown 
comparative shopper sent from 
other stores. They come to shop 
articles it has been reported we 
are selling at prices lower than 
theirs. After delivery to private, 
disguised addresses, and examina- 
tion by their employers, the arti- 
cles are dumped back on our hands. 
Sometimes they don’t make pur- 
chases but are only shopping our 
styles and service. Our store does 
the same thing, so the store has 
no legitimate ground for com- 
plaint. It is only salespeople who 
are victimized. It is just one of 
those things salespeople have to 
put up with. For, on the other 
hand, a girl can’t afford to run 
from the credit hound. There is 
always the chance she may make 
a purchase which will stick. And 
she can’t afford to avoid a person 
she suspects of being a compara- 
tive shopper. She may be a shop- 
per in good faith. Or, indeed, what 
is more serious, she may be a shop- 
per for our own store employed to 
surreptitiously check up on our 
service. The only thing to do is to 
treat all customers with equal con- 
sideration, for it is a terrible in- 
justice to mistake a bona fide cus- 
tomer for one of these spies or 
purchasers under false pretenses.” 

“T feel right sorry for them 
sometimes when they are caught 
red-handed in a lie,” said Miss 
B——, “when they go to the trouble 
of thinking up some specious alibi 
and the truth would have done bet- 
ter. A woman brought back a coat, 
saying she hadn’t been able to 
wear it, that it had a spot on it. 
Turning-the pockets inside out, there 
were matches and cigarettes in both 
of them. She was so angry, so. in- 
sistent upon her story that she 
hadn’t worn it, she drove herself 
into another corner. Her husband 
was a manufacturer of coats, she 
said, why should she want to wear 
one of ours?

“Our personnel department circu- 
lated a questionnaire on that and 
the difficult situation which ap- 
peared oftenest on the responses 
was the customer who is accom- 
panied by someone whose opinion 
doesn’t agree with hers.

dise. Don't use high pressure, 
don't knock competitors if we 
have more than one piece of the 
article under discussion, it is 
sometimes wise to advise holding it, 
If it is the only piece we have, 
that fact in itself is a selling point, 
One’s salestalk should reflect assur- 
ance that she is coming back. Make 
a definite appointment with her 
later if you can. 

“The customer who completely ig- 
nores the salesperson, the know-it- 
all, arrogant one who acts insulted 
and imposed on when a salesperson - 
attempts to give her information, 
is another all too familiar type. 
Your first impulse is to give her a 
severe letting alone but the sales- 
person must be master of the sit- 
uation at all times. If she lets any 
action of the customer upset her, 
she is lost. She must keep her 
poise and smile-—few persons can 
resist a smile. The haughty lady 
probably expects you to resent her 
attitude, so, don't. If she continues 
to ignore you, you cannot force 
your service upon her, but you 
have to remember she is a guest in 
your house. 

“Then there is the indecisive cus 
tomer with the inferiority complex, 
She cannot make up her mind. Be 
careful not to confuse her with 
too much merchandise. Be deci- 
sive yourself without being over- 
bearing. Use a conversational 
tone, look her in the eye, present 
your merchandise with respect and 
honestly help her arrive at a deci- 
sion. 

“The customer who Insists the 
same merchandise is being sold for 
less at a competitors, is another 
problem. The thing to do is have 
the article shopped by telephone 
or the comparison department. If 
what the customer claims turns 
out to be true and the merchandise 
is the exact duplicate, not a broken 
lot at a reduced price, the goods 
should be sold at the competitor's 
price. But there is always the ar- 
gument that goods may look alike 
yet have hidden values such ‘as 
kind and quality of material, work- 
manship, prestige of designer, con- 
ditions under which merchandise is 
made, fast dyeing, pre-shrinking 
and other elements to consider. 

Then there is the customer who 
must please her husband or some 
member of the family at home. In 
every such instance the customer 
must be thoroughly sold on ,the 
piece of merchandise she fancies. 
Most customers are flattered by 
the assumption that they can sell 
the merchandise to those at home.”
